Reasons for joining the board: 

• BCS today is a school that takes pedagogy more seriously 
than ever. BCS students have tremendous opportunities 
and, as a teacher, BCS is a school I am proud to support. 

What did your BCS experience instill in you? 

• The experience of going away to boarding school — 
leaving Ontario and my family — was my first taste 
of freedom and independence. BCS taught me the 
value of getting along with others from very different 
backgrounds, particularly when you live in pretty close 
proximity. I suspect that BCS is also responsible for my 
firm dislike of petty rules, although I allow as that might 
be innate. 

What advice would you provide a young BCS student? 

• My advice for BCS students, as it would be to anyone 
under 20, is that your life is made up of experiences and 
that the person with the greatest panoply of experiences 
- wins: you rarely regret the things you do, but you 
always regret the «what-might-have been» of the things 
you turn down. 
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This year the Round Square committee has 
approximately 40 members. These students are 
involved in and in charge of many events at the 
school during the year, such as recycling, can funding, 
chapel presentations, and World Hunger Day. The committee 
is also developing a number of exciting, new pillar initiatives 
that will be announced in early 2013. Round Square is a 
worldwide association of schools which share a commitment 
beyond academic excellence, to personal development and 
responsibility. The program's philosophy and activities 
centre on Six Pillars which are internationalism, democracy, 
environment, adventure, leadership and service. 

Round Square International Projects happened in Central 
America in December. On December 4 th , Sarah Cooper 
travelled to Honduras with other international Round Square 
school students to help build proper stove ventilations for 
families in an underprivileged community. 

The BCS community is fortunate to have four exchange 
students this year. Through the Round Square Exchange 
Program we have welcomed Hamish Bennett from Ballarat, 
Australia; Alex Revelas from Stanford Lake, South Africa; 
Georgia White from New England Girls' School, Australia; 
and Becky John from Bunbury Cathedral Grammar School, 
Australia. In January, two Form IV students, Rebbeca Leblond 
and Justine Valois will be participating in outgoing exchanges 
to the New England Girls' School and the Bunbury Cathedral 
Grammar School in Australia.

Hamish Bennett-Ballarat Grammar School 

"I am Hamish Bennett and I am fifteen years old. I am from 
Australia and I live in a small country town called Kaniva. I 
am currently going to school in Ballarat, Victoria, Australia. 

I was interested in going on exchange because these 
opportunities only come around once in a life time. I wanted 
to go and experience the world, and meet lots of new friends. 
I love my time here at BCS. I have learned so many new 
things from coming here. I have learned to ice skate and 
have started learning another language. Also, I am meeting 
heaps of new people that I am sure I will stay friends with 
long after my exchange is over. I never thought that I would 
be getting the chance to do all these amazing things.

Through the Round Square Association, I was 
given the option to attend service trips across the world, 
or to go on an exchange for a selected period of time. The 
exchange program enables teenagers to travel the world, 
experience different cultures and ways of living whilst 
staying in a safe and comforting environment. The exchange 
I chose, to Bishops College School in Lennoxville, Quebec has 
been a life changing experience. 

Having never travelled outside of Australia, I suddenly had 
many new experiences. I came to Quebec not knowing 
the French language. I had never celebrated Halloween or 
Thanksgiving, nor had I ever seen snow or the inside of an 
ice hockey rink. I now understand the French language, I'm 
able to converse, answer questions and introduce myself. I 
have learned how to skate, not without a few bruises and 
tumbles of course, and believe it or not, I am now playing 
hockey games after school and on weekends. 

I was given the opportunity to travel to Walt Disney World 
in Orlando, Florida, and I jumped at the chance. It was my 
first time visiting the States with my new BCS friends. The 
memories I have from this exchange program will stay with 
me for the rest of my life, and I hope that the friendships I 
have made with last just as long. I recommend the exchange 
program. It has been hard at times, but I would never trade 
the experience or the knowledge I have gained for anything."

The conference was followed by 
a post-tour, consisting of a 2,700 km adventure along the 
entire east coast of South Africa with the final destination 
being Cape Town.

Along the way, the group glided through the tree canopy at 
Tissikama, listened to the crashing waves at Storms River, 
checked out the hippos at St. Lucia, gazed out from the top 
of Table Mountain, sailed on a catamaran to Robben Island, 
hiked around the southern west point of Africa, surfed at 
Muizenburg beach and became lifelong friends.

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BCS Hockey - the tradition of excellence 
continues 



At Bishop's College School (BCS) we are passionate 
about hockey and few understand that better than 
Stephan Lebeau, head of the hockey program. The 
thirteen year veteran of the NHL, former Montreal 
Canadian and 1993 Stanley Cup champion has 
been developing the school's hockey program for 
the past five years. "We have established a good 
reputation throughout Quebec and beyond," 
says Lebeau, noting that the BCS teams have 
had successes in a number of tournaments 
this year in the Maritimes, Ontario and the US. 
In addition to the extremely strong U-17 team, a 
U-13 team was also added to this year's roster, a change 
that Lebeau feels is one of most important accomplishments 
of the past year. "It's great to have a feeder system for 
your program. The development of the U-13 team enables 
us to grow players within the school and within the hockey 
system as a whole," says Lebeau. 

Moving forward, Lebeau is excited about the season ahead. 
Both hockey teams have performed extremely well thus far 
and Lebeau feels that this trend will continue. "We need to 
stay focused and show our desire to improve on a daily basis. 
That's what we need to do in order to be ranked among the 
top teams in the LHPS*," says Lebeau. "I am proud of our 
teams; not only are we performing well in terms of results 
but we are offering some real quality hockey. I think that we 
are fun to watch." 

For the BCS Hockey program the challenge remains the 
same - it's all about recruitment. "You need to have the 
right people in place." Over the years, not only has the 
level of play in the LHPS improved, but the competition for 
players amongst the schools is stronger than ever. In order 
to remain competitive, the BCS hockey program has adopted 
a two-term approach. "By extending our hockey season, 
there is not doubt that it will help us recruit those players 
who are more serious about hockey," said Lebeau, "insisting 
on the fact that one thing hasn't changed - all players must 
be fully committed to their academic success." "This is non- 
negotiable," states Lebeau. "When recruiting, we are always 
looking for the total package which means we look for a 
quality individual, a quality student and a quality hockey 
player and in that order." 

BCS held its annual hockey open house on January 25 th , 
201 3. The day was a great opportunity to "discover" BCS plus 
the BCS coaching staff offered a hockey clinic for potential 
players.

BCS Girls Rugby takes on the world 



The girls rugby program has 
been growing at BCS since 
the mid-1990's but many 
believe that the arrival of 
Adam Spirk has taken the 
* program to the next level. 

Spirk, who has been the 
head coach of the girls 
program for the past three 
years, is part of the selection 
^^^^^^*^^^^^^* committee for the Quebec 
senior women's team, coach of the Quebec under 18 girls 
team and is also working with Rugby Canada to promote the 
sport. "Rugby is a developing sport in Canada and Quebec," 
says Spirk "and it's exciting for BCS to be at the forefront of 
that." BCS is the first girls high school program in Quebec 
that has gone on tour internationally to "rugby nations". Last 
year the team went to Wales, England and Spain. This year, 
the team is gearing up for the Las Vegas Invitational Sevens 
Tournament which is the largest amateur rugby tournament 
held in North America and next year the team is looking at 
tours in either South Africa or New Zealand. "The tours are 
a phenomenal experience for the girls," says Spirk "but they 
are also an amazing competitive advantage." Spirk believes 
that the key success of the program has been the ability to 
train earlier than most schools by starting players young in 
the junior program in order to hone their skills throughout 
their time at BCS. "My biggest accomplishment with the 
program so far is to see the sense of pride that develops in 
each of the girls involved with the rugby program," states 
Spirk. "Not only are we winning on the field, but this success 
is also translating for our players off the field." Numerous 
players have gone on to play in University and, for the first 
time, some of our graduating students may receive financial 
aid from universities for their competence as rugby players. 
"The biggest thank you goes to our faculty, staff, Athletic 
Director, students, parents and alumni who have supported 
our tours," says Spirk. "Without their constant support, none 
of this would be possible". 

Addendum: The 2012 National Rugby Championship saw 27 
teams from nine provinces compete at Bishop's University 
and Bishop's College School on August 8,9, 11 and 12, 2012. 
Adam Spirk coached the U-18 Quebec women's team and 
BCS students Victoria Leblond and Sarah Cooper competed in 
the tournament. Victoria was one of the 22 players selected 
for the Quebec U- 18 team. Congratulations Victoria!

George Hurst, BCS'44 who 

died on September 15, 2012 
aged 86, was an influential 
conductor and teacher 
with a gift for bringing 
insightful interpretations to 
his music; during his long 
career he transformed the 
BBC Northern Symphony 
Orchestra into a major 
musical force in Manchester, 
founded the Bournemouth Sinfonietta and, later in life, 
rescued the RTE Symphony Orchestra in Dublin. Indeed, a large 
proportion of the present generation of British maestros - Sir 
Andrew Davis, Mark Wigglesworth and David Angus among 
them - came under the firm but authoritative influence of 
Hurst, often in Dorset, where for more than 50 years Hurst ran 



the conductors' course at the Canford Summer School

John Norris writes: George arrived at BCS in 1941 together 
with a number of other young English boys who were sent to 
Canada to escape the bombing. They arrived about two weeks 
after term started. When their bus arrived at the front steps 
we were all there to greet them with our imitations of English 
accents. They were all intimidated until George stepped off 
with a perfect Canadian imitation of us including many of the 
then current slang words. He became an instant favourite. 

When he turned out for football he said "I don't understand 
anything about this game." Looking at his stocky build the 
Captain, or quarterback - maybe Tom Price - said "you will be 
in the backfield and when you hear your number called start 
running for the opposite goal post. I will give you the ball and 
don't stop running until you get there" and that is what George 
did most successfully from then on. 

George was very into music and played the hallway piano for 
us anytime we asked and at prep in the evening he spent his 
time drawing ink lines on his desk composing his latest work! 

One of the world's great characters! 

Leopold de Rothschild, CBE, BCS'44 




Leopold de Rothschild, died on April 19, 2012 at age 84, 
was a member of the Rothschild banking family and had a 
distinguished career in finance; his greatest passions, however, 
were classical music and steam trains, and he was well known 
as a leading musical philanthropist. 

Leopold David de Rothschild was born in London on May 12 
1927, the fourth and youngest child and second son of Lionel 
Nathan de Rothschild, and a great-great-grandson of Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild, who established the English branch of the 
family, and the bank, in the early years of the 19th century. 
Leo, as he was always known, was brought up mostly at 
Exbury House, on the estate his father had acquired in late 
1918, which is bounded by the New Forest, The Solent and the 
Beaulieu River. It was there that his father created the 250-acre 
woodland garden, famous for its rhododendrons and azaleas 
(Exbury Gardens). 
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During the Second World War, Leo was evacuated for three 
years to North America with other young Rothschild cousins 
from Austria and England, with whom he formed enduring 
bonds. It was during this time that Leopold attended BCS. 
Returning to England in 1943, Leo went to Harrow, where 
he sang in the school choir; later, during two years' National 
Service in the Royal Navy serving in the cruiser Kenya, he 
formed a gramophone club which gave weekly "concerts". 
After leaving Trinity College, Cambridge and brief training at 
other banks, Leo joined his family's bank, NM Rothschild & 
Sons, becoming a partner in 1956 and in 1970, when NMR 
became the last London accepting house to relinquish its 
private partnership status, an executive director. From 1970 to 
1983 he sat as a director on the Court of the Bank of England, 
like his great-uncle Alfred before him. 

Through the Leopold de Rothschild Charitable Trust he 
provided support to the London Symphony Orchestra, the 
London Sinfonietta, the Rambert Dance Company and the 
St John's Hospice. The trust also funded scholarships at the 
Royal College of Music. He served on the board of the National 
Theatre; he was a keen theatregoer and also something of a 
film buff, with a particular fondness for old-fashioned horror 
films. Perhaps the charity closest to his heart was The Countess 
of Munster Musical Trust, which helped countless musicians 
over the years. In 1985 he was appointed CBE for services to 
music and the arts. 

Leo de Rothschild's other great passion was steam trains, and 
he served as a trustee of the National Museum of Science and 
Industry and as a member of the National Railway Museum 
Advisory Committee. At Exbury, where he had a modern 
country house, he built a narrow-gauge steam railway. Since 
its opening in 2001, more than 500,000 people have ridden on 
it. In 2004 and again in 2008 Leo invited the Queen to Exbury 
to ride on the footplate while he drove the engine, dressed in 
his Exbury Gardens Railway boiler suit and cap. 

John David (Jake) Eberts, O.C., BCS'58 

Jake left this earth peacefully on 
September 6, 2012 in the arms of 
Fiona, his soul mate of 44 years, 
and his adored and adoring 
children, Alexander, David (Maria 
Toumanova) and daughter 
Lindsay. He was the third son

which includes his five siblings, Edmond, BCS'56 (Maureen 
Mannix), Gordon, BCS'57, Lindsay (Patti Paxton), Beth (Tony 
Stikeman) and Jeremy; fifteen nephews and nieces and sixteen 
great-nephews and great-nieces who drew constant inspiration 
from him. Jake's life was as full and varied and vibrant as he 
could make it. He channelled great energy, intelligence and 
passion into every waking moment which enabled him to 



accomplish virtually anything to which he set his mind. He 
was driven, restless and possessed insatiable curiosity and a 
voluminous memory about the widest range of subjects. 

Born in Montreal in 1941, Jake was educated at Arvida High 
School and Bishops College School. He graduated from McGill 
University in Chemical Engineering and completed an MBA 
from Harvard University four years later. After three years on 
Wall Street, Jake joined Oppenheimer & Co. in London in 1971 
where he later became Managing Director. In 1977, he founded 
Goldcrest Films which became one of the most successful 
independent producers of motion pictures. In 1985, he started 
Allied Filmmakers, an independent feature film development 
and production company based in London and Paris. Over 35 
years, Jake was the executive producer or producer of many 
internationally acclaimed feature films of the highest order and 
box office success. His films earned 65 Oscar nominations and 
37 Oscars including four Best Picture awards, namely Chariots 
of Fire, Gandhi, Driving Miss Daisy and Dances with Wolves. 
His book, My Indecision is Final, is widely read in film schools. 
Jake was deeply involved in many business and philanthropic 
endeavours which he led with his customary integrity and 
principles. 

He earned numerous honours in Canada, the U.S. and abroad 
including Officer of the Order of Canada, honorary doctorates 
from McGill, Bishop's and Trent universities, and the Dwight 
D. Eisenhower Citizenship Award. He received these honours 
with his trademark modesty and self-deprecating wit. Jake was 
comfortable with people from all walks of life and generous 
in kind and spirit to so many. He loved the outdoors where 
he was most at home in the forests and on the rivers of his 
native Quebec. The natural beauty and serenity provided an 
environment to imagine the possible and set his sights on 
something new and worthwhile. A memorial service was held 
on Friday, November 3, 2012 at the Church of St. Andrew and 
St. Paul, Montreal.

Canadian journalist Peter Morton died suddenly -and, at 
58, much too soon for his family and many friends - on 
Wednesday, October 31, 2012 at his home in Bethesda, 
Maryland.

Johnny Wardman is studying at the University of Canterbury, 
New Zealand. He recently published the following article on 
volcanoes. 

Volcanic ash risk to systems studied 

Future volcanic eruptions could threaten New Zealand's power 
supply, a researcher says. 

University of Canterbury student Johnny Wardman has been 
looking into the effects of volcanic ash on electric-power 
systems. Wardman said several problems were caused by 
volcanic ash contamination on power equipment, especially 
insulator flashover - large short-circuits. After Mt Ruapehu 
erupted in 1995, ash fell on 220kV-plus power lines, which 
caused voltage fluctuations and problems for electrical 
equipment throughout the North Island, including at 
Wellington Hospital, he said. 

Wardman, whose research is being funded by Transpower 
New Zealand, has been running laboratory tests in the 
High Voltage Laboratory in the Electrical and Computer 
Engineering Department to see how high-voltage insulators 
performed when subjected to varying degrees of volcanic ash 
contamination. He has been trying to identify the physical, 
environmental and electrical conditions that contribute most 
to the flashover mechanism. Results from these tests will 
strengthen knowledge on the vulnerability of electricity supply 
to volcanic-ash fall hazards. Wardman said there were no 
solutions to ash-fall contamination, but there were mitigating 
strategies, including shutting down critical parts of the system 
until ash was removed, efficient monitoring and operational 
readiness. 

Wardman's supervisors, Tom Wilson and Pat Bodger, said the 
research was highly relevant because of all the national grid 
was close to active volcanoes.
